Washington, Dec. 12.—Andrew Car- 


nqgie visited the white house today to 
inquire after President Wilson's health. 
He talked at length with Secretary Tu- 
multy about world peace and went to 
the state department later to pursue the 
subject with Secretary Bryan. 
As he 


left the white house JMr. Carnegie said 
he thought business conditions were go- 
ing to be' "better than ever" after the 
new legislation, which congress has in 
hand is passed. He expressed his grati- 
fication at the award of the Nobel prize 
to Senator Root. 


"I think Senator Hoot is one of the 


wisest men in America." he said, "Pres- 
ident "Koosevclt said so, Lord Morley 
told me he thought so and I believe 
the best thing tho republican convention 
could do would be to nominate him for 
president." 


"If there were to he no convention, do 


you think he would be nominated at the 
primaries!" Mr. Carnegie was asked by 
one of his listeners. 


"So far as I think, he would be," he 


replied.

The Wallace collection bequeathed; 


to the British nation by Amelle, widow) 
of Sir Richard Wallace, in 1897, was, 
according to -the connoisseur, J. P. 
Blaeker, who writes about It in Lon- 
don Opinion, then valued at from £6,- 
000,000 to £7,000,000, that is in Ameri- 
can money from. $30,000,000 to $36,- 
000,000. When Sir Richard had come 
to own the finest collection of paint- 
ings in London he added largely to it, 
and also came to have the greatest col- 
lection of arms and armor in Europe. 
These treasures are now held to be 
worth several times their estimated 
value at the time o£ the baquest, and 
Mr. Blaeker puts upon them the .stu- 
pendous valuation of £60,000,000, that 
Is $250,000,000. This collection is on 
view free every day except Tuesday 
and Friday, when sixpence IB charged.

mosphere round the Rock and a drop 
in temperature, fell in rain.. 


A yellow rainstorm has since been 


experienced and vessels arriving here 
report having noted the name phe- 
nomenon. 


The inhabitants of Gibraltar depend 


upon rain water for drinking purposes, 
and concern is expressed regarding the 
sediment In the tanks.

There is no longer any doubt about it—the lowly egg 


has become a national issue. The time-honored food pro- 
duct supplied by the erratic hen has taken rank along 
•with tho tariff and the ourmir.y as another of the real 
problems which the great American public is setting about 
to solve, and doing so with a seriousness that precludes 
any1 attempt to miniini/e its importance or to inject levity 
into the situation. More than any other recent incident 
the boycotts now being inaugurated illustrate the stead- 
ily increasing tendency oil the American people to not 
only think about the general conditions that affect their 
_4ailyj?xisteuce, but to seek to make them better. 


Ten years 'ago the suggestion that the advancing 


.-price of eggs could have stirred the government, tho 
.women's organizations and a very large proportion of the 
male citizenship to incensed remedial activity would have 
been-laughed out of court. It could not have then been 
conceived that any possible contingency involving the 
•price of eggs would ever put the country at lighting pitch. 
As a national issue the, egg (meation would have been re- 
garded as the limit of impossibility. The wildest im- 
agination could not have invested it with importance so 
monumental. 


Verily, times have changed. The protest against the 


high price of, eggs is country-wide. The federal depart- 
,ment of agriculture is making an investigation. The de- 
partment of justice is proceeding against alleged pools to 
elevate egg prices. The storage men have been charged 
with illegal conspirary in restraint of trade by hoarding 
the visible supply for advancing prices, and finally the 
integrity and industry of the hen has been assailed as be- 
ing-responsible for the situation by going on strike just 
at a time when decent consideration for public welfare 
.should have constrained her to work overtime. In scores 
of cities over the country egg boycotts have been launched 
..and pledges to "swear off" on egg-eating until prices 
-come down have been taken. Fort Wayne has joined it 
though it is protested with fine distinction that the loca* 
movement is not a "boycott" but merely an agreement to 
collaborate in forcing the price of egg's .downward to a 
point where it can be reached without the assistance of an 
aeroplane. Most assuredly the egg question has now be 
come a national issue. The future candidate will be ex- 
tremely fortunate if he isn't compelled to choose between 
the, cause of the consumer and the producer and declan

If the price of "eggs 
is not reduced the ban on them will con- 
tinue until Feb. 20 ,and not an egg will 
bo enjoyed unless sickness requires Us 
use, they declare.

the boycott, but if the high price of eggs 
has not been reduced by 
early 
next 


month, u is likely that the Woman1! 
league will take the initiative In calling I 
mass meeting, in an attempt to determine 
the excessive price and in some mannei 
obtain a reduction.

resolution.

HISTORY RECORDS IT 


(By Gilsoo Gardner.) 


Washington. Dec. 12.—The high price 


of eggs »nd the encroachments of, stor- 
age people and other trust agencies was 
the subject of complaiu'; during Queen 
Elizabeth's reign. 
Lord Cobham's chap- 


lain, \VilHam Harrison, left an account 
iu his "The Deacriptain of Britaine," in 
Yols. 2 and :i. Says he: 


"It is a world also to see how most 


places of the realm arc pestered with 
purveyors, who take ut> «ggs, butter, 
cheese, pigs, capons, lien?, chickens. \w<p, 
bacon, etc.. in one market under pre- 
tense of their commissions^ and suffer 
their wives to sell the fame in another, 
or to poulterers of London. 
If these 


chapmen be ab.-ent but two or three 
market days, then we may perfectly see 
these wares to be more reasonably sold, 
and thereunto the crosses sufficiently fur- 
nished of all things. In like sort, sinc^ 
the number of buttermen have so much 
increased, and siueo_-they travel in such 
wise that they come to men's houses for 
their butler faster than they can make, 
it, it is almost incredible to see how 
the price of butter is augmented; where- 
aj. when the owners were enforced to 
bring it to the market towns, and fewer 
of these butter buyers were stirring, our 
butter was scarcely worth eighteenpem'e 
tho gallon that now is worth three shil- 
lings fourpencce and .perhaps five shil- 
lings. Whereby also I gather that tho 
maintenance of a superfluous number uf 
dealers in most trades, tillage always ex- 
cepted. is one of the greatest causes why 
the prices of things becomes excessive; 
for one of them do commonly USB to out- 
bid another. And whilst our country 
commodities are commonly bought and 
sold at our private houses, I never look 
to see. this enormity redressed or th 
markets well furnished." 


The Armours of that day were also

pose, [ Iind that iu corn great abuse b 
daily suffered, to thu great prejudice or 
tho town and country, especially tho poui 
artificer and householder, which tillclh

POISONS GET IN FOOD

Blunder* Which Prove Costly to Pro- 


ducer* of CaUbiei and Serlau*

ever hfcs * nigbtmwe, it Is to the efffcct 
tliat some poisonous ingredient h«» 
accidentally louad Us way into a dleh 
and that the papers are full of blood- 
curdlim accounts of tha BUffeiin«s and 
death of hii clients. 


About flro years ajo nearly a f core 


of people were badly poisoned after 
dining In the restaurant of a well 
known West Central hot el" In London, 
and although the source of the poison 
was never accurately traced—all that 
was discovered being that It wan some 
fo'rm of ptomaine poisoning—yet to 
this day that restaurant has hardly 
recovered Its former popularity. 


More recently a blunder was made 


In a London fried flih shop. Bncine 
oil was. In some extraordinary tub- 
Ion, substituted for the cottonseed 
oil which Is commonly used for frying 
flab. Thie mistake proved absolutely 
fatal to the business, and atUr a time 
th* proprietor was forced to olo§» his 
doom. 


Oddly enough, a very similar inci- 


dent ban just come to light in another 
large town. On the morning of March 
7 last a baker made the alarminf dis- 
covery that the vegetable oil which; he 
had used in making his fancy bread 
and pastry overnight had been deliv- 
ered to him in a barrel which had 
been previously used for storing kero- 
sene. 


The moment h« beard of the blun- 


der he rushed off and engaged th* 
services of six doctors and a dozen 
carts. The carts were sent round the 
town to retrieve the bail bake, while 
the doctore gave their services free 
to any customer* who had already 
partaken of the poisoned food. 


Most readers will remember the 


arsenic-in-beer epidemic of 1902. This 
was the tpost eztensl-e poisoning on 
record In England. It was four months 
before tho uathorltlea rca.lt d what 
the matter was. and by that time 
there were "over a thousand cases In 
five counties, and 51 deaths had taken 
place. 


The source of all the trouble was a 


minute quantity of arsenic in tho b«er 
supplied by a Manchester brewer. It 
was no fault of the firm, for analysis 
of the liquor showed that th* arsenic 
originally cam* from glucose which 
had been made with impure sulphuric 
acid. It was the acid which contained 
the arsenic. 


In the year following 
the great 


arsenic poisoning .came 'the oyster 
scare. There were outbreaks of ty- 
phoid feTor 
at "Winchester and at 


Portsmouth. The fever was traced to 
oysters, and the result was that for 
some time oysters were almost un- 
salable. One big oyster firm which 
had been paying $750 a week in wagei 
dropped to ?75 a week, and it IB'reck- 
oned that the oyster merchant! 
throughout the country must lure lent 
at least »50(),600.

1 hud a. vision of a 
man with sightless, staring eyes, feeling 
his way cautiously about with the aid of 
:L cant) or perhaps led by an attendant 


Likes the Sun. 


The door, opened and there entered a 


young man of medium height, of sturdy 
build .inclined to stoutness, with black 
hair, n smoothly shaven boyish face, who 
walked toward me with extended hand 
and steady, unfaltering stops. 


'•'I am glad to meet you," 
he 
said. 


"What can I do for you?" •- ; 


"1 wish to see l>r.'Bolotin," I replied. 
"1 am Dr. Bolutin," he answered, and 


a slight smile Hovered about his mouth.: . 


"Dr. Bolotin!" [ stammered, as I gazed 


into serious brown eyes 'which looked at 
me squarely, with no outward indication, 
that their owner did not see me. 


"I'es," lie answered. "Shall we sit over 


hgre?" and he pointed to a seat in front 
of a window through which the sunlight 
was streaming. "TliiS Is .my 
favorite 
seat." he continued,, as we settled our- 
selves. "I like it 'over here in the sun. 
It is beautiful!" A'blind man who loved 
the sun he had never seen! 


"I suppose." said Dr. Bolotin. -when I 


brought up the subject of his work, and 
the remarkable conditions under which it 
was performed, "that the majority of 
people would naturally think me woefully 
handicapped by my blindness. 


Sought for Position. 


"That's just what the board of county 


commissioners thought when 1 applied fo'r 
the position as head of this hospital, not- 
.withstanding the1 fact that I had just 
"graduated .from the> Chicago College of 
-Medicine and Surgery. They refused me 
the place at 'first on the ground that a 
blind man could not perform the duties 
required. So I jyst set to work to prove 
.to the ^'commissioners that they were 
mistaken. 'For nine months 1 came to 
the hospital'once n. week and made ex- 
aminations of hundreds- of applicants for 
admission and prescribed for the sick, 
without pay. 
This seetped to convince 


tlie board.that I wag capable of handling 
the situation. At any rate," he laughed, 
• 'at,'the en8 of that time they told me 
the position was mine—and here I am." 


• "But it is -all perfectly amazlngt" I 
said; "that you can do things in which 
.ihe sense of eight seems so absolutely

Handicapped from Birth. 


Dr. Bolotin. who is a native of Chicago,

going to study medicine. They tried to 
dissuade him, pointing out that the pub- 
lic would not trust a blind physician.

The 
experience of the department in-the paat 
is that' thousands of Christmas gifts 
failed to reach their destination because 
they were done up loosely. 
Olnsswarc, 


crockery, Christmas toys "easily break- 
able, glass-framed pictures ,otc'., uhould 
be carefully packed in boxes of metal, 
wood, leather, or corrugated pasteboard 
with sufficient excelsior, raw cotton or 
similar matter to prevent the contents 
from coniil^ into contact with any por- 
tion of tlic box. 
And 
tlii'so parcels 


should be marked "fragile" as warning to 
the postal employes lo handle them with 
care. 


Make Address Plain. 


Still another caution is that parcels 


should be addressed plainly. 
The ad- 


dresses should be complete" and plainly 
^yritten in-ink. The regulations require 
tiiut parcel post' packages shall hear the 
names and addresses of both the sender 
and the addressee. If a tag is used-the 
names and addresses of the sender and 
the addressee should also be written on 
the parcel itself.
